1 . The rejection from Paper No. 20 mailed September 9, 2003 is withdrawn pursuant to 
Applicant's REMARKS received November 10, 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. Claims 1-30 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Manchala et al, 
US 6,405,178. 

Manchala discloses a computer used to automatically track and re-order additional 
inventory allocation. Manchala does not specifically disclose completing a plurality of on-line 
sales transactions. However, Manchala does disclose using an electronic commerce system with 
known on-line banking systems to make purchases, e.g col. 1, lines 35-61. To have provided 
electronic indications of inventory and completing a plurality of on-line sales for Manchala 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. Doing such would incorporate 
common knowledge electronic commerce means available at the time of the invention.
